MAN BORN IN U. 8. IS MADE 
CITIZEN BY ACT OF ‘CONGRESS 


Second Such Case in History; Fu- 


TACOMA, Wash., Jan. 25.-—A pri- 
vate act of Congress made James 
Lincoln Hartley, 32 years old, Seat- 
tle radio operator, a citizen of the 
United States yesterday, the second 
person so admitted in the history 
of the country. 

Hartley, who was born in Pon- 
tiac, III., in 1906, took the oath of 
allegiance in United States District 
Court here after the Department 
of Labor announced it was with- 
drawing previous objections. In 
1909, Hartley was taken to Canada, 
where his father became a Cana- 
dian citizen. When Hartley re-en- 
tered the United States in 1927, im- 
migration officers told him, he said, 
that he was a citizen. He did not 
discover he was not until last year, 
when he attempted to obtain a 
passport in order to take up an air- 
line position in South America. 

Having waited more than 10 
years without declaring his inten- 
tion of becoming a citizen, he was 
faced with the necessity of an ad- 
ditional five-year wait before he 
could, under regular immigration 
laws, be granted citizenship. 

Senator Lewis B. Schwellenbach 
introduced the private act in Hart- 
ley’s behalf and succeeded in havin 
it passed by Congress July 13, 1937.. 

Readmission to citizenship ~ of 
Gen. U. 8. Grant’s daughter fol- 
lowing her marriage to an alien 
was the only similar case in United 
States history.

CHILD FOUND BY POLICE 


Clarence Ruester, 
Says He Did Not Know He 
Had Hit Boy. 


After examining 50 Terraplane 
automobiles in a routine 17-day 
search for one which was damaged 
in a collision a few moments before 
it figured in an automobile fatality 
Jan. 8, police found the car last 
night in a garage behind 3645 
Blaine avenue and arrested. the 
owner, Clarence Rueater , a refriger- 
ator salesman.

The 
front part of the body also was 
dented. In the house police found 
Ruester’s four sons, ranging in 
age from 6 to 13, but their parents 
were away.

Jackson Urges Precedent 
He defended the action of his di- 
vision in negotiating for the con- 
sent decree. He was prepared to 
show, he said, that this practice 
had been followed for many years 
and in previous administrations. 
His statement was attacked by 
Benjamin Poss, head of the Wis- 
consin State Bar Association, who 
said that if the department had 
followed a “lawyer-like” proceeding, 
then Judge Geigers’ action in dis- 
missing the grand jury would have 
been openly challenged in court, 

Jackson’s reply was that if that 
had been done, Government coun- 
sel, Russell Hardy, would in 
all probability have been declared 
in contempt of court because of 
Judge Geiger’s “peculiar tempera- 
ment,” 

“The situation in that district is 
that criminal law administration

The asserted that the 
method adopted by TVA did “con- 
trive to govern the concerns re- 
served to the states” by the Tenth 
Amendment in this respect: In the 
contracts by which municipalities in 
the Tennessee Valley purchased 
electricity at wholesale from TVA 
to be distributed over publicly- 
owned distribution systems, the pur- 
chasing municipalities were re- 
quired to agree to sell at retail rates 
fixed by TVA and to follow ac- 
counting rules and service regula- 
tions laid down by. TVA. 
This, it was asserted, was an in- 
vasion of the police powers of the 
States because tha regulation 
rates and services of public utilities 
operating within the respective 
states is one of th police powers 
inherent in the states and not dele- 
gated to the Federal Government 
by the Constitution. That is, the 
contracts, if binding, as they were 
intended to be, impaired the police 
powers of the states. The compa- 
nies claimed the right as citizens to 
be immune from this form of com- 
petition, which they declared was 
“unlawful.” 


As to States’ Rights. 


The Court considered at some 
length this question of interference 
with states’ rights. The TVA de- 
fense against this complaint of the 
companies was that the municipal- 
ities entering into these contracts 
were duly authorized to do so by 
state statutes, even to the extent 
of contracting to resell electricity at 
specified rates, Against this the 
companies argued that a state can- 


not lawfully surrender any of its po- 


lice powers to the United States; 
that such a delegation of power 
could be accomplished only by 
amendment of the Constitution. 

The Court, however, adopted the 
TVA view, saying: 

“The actions which the complain- 
ants attack are authorized by the 
states themselves. It is strange 
doctrine that acts authorized by a 
sovereign state constitute interfer- 
ence with its sovereign rights be- 
cause of the fact that they are also 
authorized by the Federal Govern- 
ment. We think that deliberate co- 
operation between the state and the 
United States, authorized in each 
case both by the state legislature 
and by the Congress, constitutes no 
abdication of any state right.” 

But having decided this question, 
the court said, in effect, that it 
should not have been decided at all 
because not properly before the 
court. 

No State Intervened in Suit. 

“Moreover,” the opinion con- 
tinued, “no state has intervened as 
a party in this proceeding to pro- 
test that its laws are violated by 
the TV A, and no regulatory com- 
mission is a party to this action.

His 
assertion prompted Willkie to re- 
ply that his systems must be bought 
as systems to save the investment. 


McKellar Protests. 


Senator McKellar (Dem.), 
nessee, urged President Roosevelt 
today to turn down a proposal of 
Gov.

Regulation Committee Fixes Per- 
missible Exports at 60 Pet. 
of Basic Limit,

LONDON, Jan. 25.—The Interna- 
tional Rubber Regulation Commit- 


tee, representing producers of 99 
per cent of the world’s supply, re- 
duced permissible rubber exports 
today to 60 per cent of. basic quotas 
during the second quarter of 1938.

Five policemen were killed and 
10 wounded in the fighting which 
occurred in a remote section of 
Bahai State. Details of the fight 
were told in dispatches from Capt. 
Optato Queiroz, commander of a 
military police detachment operat- 
ing against the sect headed by Jose 
Lourenco, prophet of the now-dead 
horse-god. 

“After a 42-hour combat.we have 
dominated the stronghold of the 
fanatics in Casanova township, kill- 
ing 140 of them in addition.to those 
wounded,” the Captain reported. 

“Lourenco was among those who 
escaped in the hand-to-hand fight- 
ing. Our military detachment con- 
sisted of 96 men, five of whom 
were killed and 10 wounded.”

The President's view 
is no doubt that the United States 
must be sufficiently respected and 
feared abroad to discourage the 
perpetrating of such gross outrages 
as the sinking of the Panay. 

His view must be that if we at- 
tempted to withdraw all Americans 
from every place where there was 
trouble, if we abandoned every in- 
terest and every right the moment 
there was danger, we should not 
make ourselves one bit more se- 
cure. On the contrary, we should 
be putting a premium on the com- 
mitting of outrages which, after 
there had been a series of them, the 
American people would not tolerate. 

Certainly the President's policy 
involves risks: But every policy 
has risks, and those who think in 
this matter as the President does 
believe that to put no restraint 
whatever on any aggressor in Eu- 
rope and Asia or on the oceans is 
to take the greatest risk of all, the 
risk of inviting such injury to 
Americans that in the end there 
would be no remedy short of war.

They represent 
the happy summertime on the river 
—no natural man could help liking 
them. Their nudity? Ah, I do not 
know, of course, how wild you are 
in St. Louis.

I do not believe that 
you are so wild.” 

Dr. Strombom had a pleasant 
visit of three days in Cranbrook 
with Milles, and his Austrian wife, 
Olga, a gifted painter in her own 
right. They have a modest home 
not to compare with what they left 
behind in Sweden—but a nice one, 
Dr. Strombom said, planned by a 
Finnish friend, the artist, Saariinen, 
one of the directors of the Cran- 
brook Academy. “Milles and I had 
long walks and talks together,” the 
doctor recalled.

He seemed 
still a young, vigorous man to me,

Though the latter is many years 
the elder of the former, they met 
while both were students at the 
Upsalk University, outside Stock- 
holm, and were both visiting an ex- 
hibit of ecclesiastical art in the 
little town of Strengnes. Stronbom 
at the time was drawing a little, 
and his style and methods aroused 
the interest of the sculptor.

In Stockholm alone 
there are at least 10 of his figures, 
set up in parks and market places 
where they properly belong.
